In adding its endorsement to
those of other progressive or.

A resolution adopted Tuesday
at a special meeting of . the
Board of Education peinted up
the fact that Toprance had
grown more than 500 per cent
since the present city adminis.

few years to get an idea of how
the city has mushroomed.

Look to Future

The Board of Education reso-
lution also referred to the fact
that the City Council had ‘de-
veloped an adequate plan for
the expansion of a City Hall
with consideration for futurae
needs,” This is considered im-
portant by a large number of
those who are looking toward
future years.

Torrance is destined to be a
metropolis of more than 100,000
residents in just a few years—
perhaps a half dozen more years,
It will take administrative facill-
ties to handle the volume of
work which will result from such
a population,

Special emphasis was placed
on the fact that the bond issua
in no way will affect the fi.
nancing of Torrance Unified
